At the moment # would require the 
wisdom of a Solomon to make an intelli- 
gent estimate of how widespread are the 
irregularities in the State Highway De- 
partment. 

The Baxley road mess still tops the 
list of shockers uncorked. The further the 
situation there is explored the worse the 
aroma becomes. 

But it is not an isolated instance when 
tt comes to sheer mismanagement, laxity 
and disregard for rules. 

Political paving has been done to bene- 
fit privileged favorites. Work has been 
done on private property. Convicts have 
done work for which private contractors 
have been paid. 

Irregularities continue to pop up from 
week to week. The most recent is the 
paving done under authorization of High- 
way Board member John Quillian on a 
sparsely populated street in the city of 
Stone Mountain. 

Mr. Quillian said he didn’t know the 
board’s confidential secretary lived on 
the street. 

But he did know the work was done 
without a contract. In fact, he sees noth- 
ing unusual about doing business in such 
a way. The project was carried out on the 
basis of estimates and oral agreements. 

That may be the proper way to do 
business according to standards of the 
State Highway Department. However, it 
certainly doesn’t jibe with our concept 
of the way to handle expenditures of state 
money. Nor do we think the public will 
condone such loose procedure. 

This is but another example of why 
Georgia needs a career engineer to ad- 
minister the affairs of the State Highway 
Department. 

Georgia will never receive full value 
for its road dollar until the State High- 
way Department is taken out of the hands 
of laymen, divorced from politics and 
placed under control of persons trained 
and experienced in road building and 
who have a mandate to handle projects 
on the basis of need rather than political 
expediency.

Bitter Battle Shapes Up 


On Armed Forces Plan 


The House Armed Services Committee 
will begin hearings today on President Ei- 
senhower’s armed forces reorganization 
proposals. Slated to appear are top repre- 
sentatives of the services themselves. 

It now looks doubtful whether the 
President will get everything he has asked 
for. Rep Carl Vinson, Georgia’s chairman 
of the House committee, strongly is op- 
posed to the plan. The,armed services 
themselves have been critical of parts of 
the proposal and the Navy is bitterly op- 
posed. 

One fact is quite clear. The present 
setup which so diffuses responsibility and 
authority must be changed. ‘Duplica- 
tions, waste, extravagance and the con- 
tinuing battle for funds seem to go hand 
in hand with the system. 

Surely efficiency is a desired end in 
this prolonged period of cold war in 
which we are living. Our slowness in get- 
ting ahead with the rockets and missiles 
programs together with a lack of clear- 
cut objectives stemming from interserv- 
ice rivalries has proved a costly thing. 

President Eisenhower has defended his 
proposals with great vigor and intends to 
make a fight for them. Perhaps they can 
be improved by Congress but experience 
in the past usually has been a compromise 
with the military itself and maintenance 
of a somewhat shaky status quo. 

Whether adopted in their entirety or 
not, the proposals are intended to correct 
a situation which is not healthy and 
which is not easily adapted to the space 
age and modern warfare. That should be 
evident to almost everyone by now,

The series of stories on urban renewal 
now being carried in The Constitution 
not only point up the need. for an accele- 
rated program here but show clearly that 
the entire community will share in the 
benefits.

It goes without saying that Atlanta’s 
program has been jinxed by an unfavor- 
able court decision dating back to Feb. 
24. 1953. This made necessary a lengthy 
and cumbersome process of getting a con- 
stitutional amendment passed, an en- 
abling act approved and a bond issue voted 
before the city could qualify for federal 
aid. 

Other cities such as Birmingham have 
not had to face such obstacles and are con- 
siderably further along. New Haven, 
Conn., has made great progress but with 
overwhelming support by the electorate, 
Atlanta’s arrival on the scene several 
years late means even more strenuous 
efforts must be made to catch up. 

The important thing now is for the 
community to agree on a program and ob- 
jective without further time-consuming 
delays. The curse of blight and the need 
for decent housing and improved living 
conditions for thousands of families are 
matters on which there can be little dis- 
agreement. 

Such decent housing should include 
whatever 22l-type structures as are in 
demand and whatever multiple-type units 
as are required. Surely all agencies con- 
cerned will do whatever is necessary to 
accomplish these ends. The human side 
of redevelopment is among its most im- 
portant aspects. 

Meanwhile, urban renewal is becom- 
ing increasingly a “must” for the com- 
munity. The city administration is mov- 
ing ahead with determination to come 
plete planning and to eliminate road- 
blocks and further delays. 

The community should exert every ef- 
fort to cooperate to the end that we help 
to build a better city. We cannot afford 
these costly slums.

It would be unpolitical to say 
so but to be realistic we would 
say that a lot of county consolida- 
tion is in order. Georgia needs 
159 counties in this day of fast 
autos and good highways like it 
needs a boll-weevil plague. 


Enough money could be saved 
through consolidation of a few 
counties to build most of the need- 
ed classrooms and to help finance 
a good statewide campaign of in- 
dustrial development. 

It seems to us that Georgians 
in their natural desire to boost 
their economy should also give 
some thought to straightening out 
some long-standing political mat- 
ters. 

Among other things it would be 
good business to consolidate some 
counties. 
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even “West - European-thinking”’ 
minds to grasp. 

We are “hurting” for better 
mastery of all skills for under- 
standing and communicating in 
our complex world, at home and 
abroad.

Senate Will Miss 
Honest Knowland 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Senate is peering 
anxiously at a single political race much in the 
attitude of a man tiptoeing through the sick

room of an exasperating friend. The patient in this case is William 
F. Knowland. He is throwing over a secure Senate seat, not to men- 
tion the Senate Republican leader’s post, to try for the governorship 


of California. 

The weight of the informal bulle- 
tins coming in from the West 
Coast suggests that he is languish- 
ing. The outlook for his recovery 
before November is regarded as 
poor. 

Certainly more than half of the 
Senate officially wants Knowland 
to lose. For more than half of it 
is Democratic, along with his 
rugged and popular opponent, Pat 
Brown. 

It is probable, moreover, that 
upon purely impersonal standards 
—on Knowland’s positions on ma- 
jor issues—at least two-thirds of 
the Senate would view an end to 
his public career as far short of 
a public catastrophe. 


All the same, certainly three- 
fourths of the Senate—and prob- 
ably four-fifths of it, regardless of 
party—irrationally and de 
terminedly wishes him well. 

Not anything is impersonal, 
even in politics. Its practitioners 
are human—all too human, per- 
haps, sometimes. And Knowland, 
stolid, inflexible and nearly hu- 
morless though he is, has uncon- 
sciously accomplished a strange 
feat of institutional public rela- 
tions. 

The very chamber that probably 
would reject him for most any 
high office on a strictly objective 
basis undoubtedly will be gener- 
ally unhappy if he is rejected on 
any basis in California. 

The explanation does not lie 
wholly in the fact that the Senate 
is like a club and that W. F. 
Knowland is one of its members.

Though the campaign in Cali- 
fornia is not far advanced, al- 
ready stories are reaching here of 
instances of his instinct for exces- 
sive candor—like impatiently 
brushing off certain burning local 
issues with the air of a man with 
more important things on his 
mind. 


And when the Senate hears these 
accounts it does not recoil in pro- 
fessional horror, as with another 
man it surely would do. It only 
chuckles and says: “‘That’s Old 
Bill for you.” 


Knowland, like nearly all the 
other orthodox Republicans, gave 
much sober attention some years 
ago to trying to beat out the polit- 
ical brains of a man named Dean 
Acheson, President Harry Tru- 
man’s secretary of state. 


But Knowland never meanly 
fought this or any other action. 


There is not much in common 
between the elegant, sensitive and 
witty Acheson and the plodding, 
heavy Knowland of honest cliches 
—except for one thing: They both 
stand on the up side of that line 
which, as the saying goes, divides 
the men from the boys. 


And so rings 


how true! We DO need to get back to the old-time religion. 


Now what is the old-time reli- 


gion? The camp meeting and 
brush arbor? To us that’s old 
but to our forefathers it was 


brand new. If you want the old- 
time religion, you’ve got to wind 
the clock back all the way to 
Jesus. You can’t stop anywhere 
in between. Having seen the old- 
time religion as the religion of 
Jesus, what is that religion? 

It’s one of humility. Jesus said, 
“Whosoever shall exalt himself 
shall be abased: and whosoever 
humbles himself shall be exalted.”’ 


The humble person—the Christ- 
like person—doesn’t seek to be 
served but to serve. He doesn’t 
seek to put others in their place, 
but to put himself in the place 
of others. He doesn’t tailor reli- 
gion to fit the way he lives, but 
he tailors the way he lives to fit 
religion. He doesn’t measure him- 
self by persons morally worse 
than he and say, “How good I 
am.”’ He measures himself by 
God and says, ‘How sinful I 
am.” He reforms the world by 
reforming himself. And when 
something goes wrong in his 
home, his church, or his com- 
munity he asks the question the 
disciples asked when Jesus 
charged one would betray him, 
*‘Lord, is it I?” 

The old-time religion is one of 
allness. It deals with all of life— 
not just a segmented part of it.

To succeed, such an enterprise 
would involve some improbable 
compromises on candidates and 
issues. But it is going to be tried. 

Truman, for example, has as- 
sured his party colleagues that 
he personally would like to avert 
a harsh intraparty fight, that he 
is not going to play “‘secrets’’ and 
that he will make known where 
his support is going well in ad- 
vance of the convention. 

There will, of course, be others 
who will have a great deal to 
say because each will be able to 
go to the convention with a fair- 
sized bloc of delegates at his 
command. These would include: 
Gov. Averell Harriman’ of New

Puts Check 


On Calories 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Do you recognize your dietary 
weakness and know precisely 
which food habits are respon- 
sible for your excess poundage? 
It's enlightening to get the 
score. 

The best way to find out is to 
keep a week's account of every- 
thing eaten. If you're really 
serious about coping with your 
problem, give the plan a trial. 
The dieters who do 80 aimost 
always report success. 

Of course no dietary record is 
revealing unless you jot down 
everything. This plan has 
proved to be a real eye-opener 
for many a previously unsuc- 
cessful dieter, particularly 
among homemakers. For ex- 
ample, one overweight kept a 
record of every time she tasted 
the food she was preparing for 
dinner. On adding the calories, 
she found they totalled more 
than she ate at dinner. To break 
this habit, she had a purposeful 
snack before she started to fix 
dinner. 

TOO MUCH 

The diet-diary of another 
overweight showed clearly that 
too much bread and butter was 
keeping her from losing. The 
corrective measure was to take 
a single slice of bread and a 
half pat of butter on her indi- 
vidual plate. She cut the slice 
of bread in two, and ate the 
lightly buttered bread all by it- 
self, the better to enjoy its 
sheer goodness. Before, she had 
eaten the bread with a forkful 
of other food and by that plan 
was eating bread with every- 
thing. 

One mother with five chil- 
dren found it was the after- 
school snacks she was eating 
daily that offset all her dieting 
efforts. Now she fixes a slim- 
ming snack ahead of time for 
herself. Here are her snack 
suggestions: a hard-cooked egg, 
cut in half and deviled with 
mustard and celery seed; crisp 
celery stalks filled with cot- 
tage cheese, a cup of hot tea 
and a % ounce wedge of cheese. 
Another suggestion is to use 
a low calorie chocolate sauce 
that’s on the market to add to 
hot skim milk. Delicious! 
KEEP SCORE 

Unless you do keep score, it 
is easy to forget the snacks. 
Psychiatrists explain that by 
this mechanism of denial, you 
mentally shunt to the side your 
numerous trips to the refrigera- 
tor. 

To make your diet-diary even 
more enlightening, fill in a 
mood sketch: What were you 
thinking about when you felt 
the urge to overeat? Were you 
alone and feeling lonely? Were 
you at a party and feeling sorry 
for yourself? Excessive eating 
is often an expression of a 
mood. Once alerted to your ha- 
bitual response in a_ given 
situation, you are able to trace 
the pattern. When you under- 
stand fully, you are more able 
to take steps to counteract 
whatever it is that is responsible 
for your failure to lose.

Hammer in hand he moved sure-footedlv across the cluttered 
little lot, avoiding a pine tree and a bent water spigot and stepping 
lightly over a stack of boards. There was a spring in his walk 
and from the way he bent to the task of removing nails from the 
old boards that were piled up there you could tell the sun felt good 
on his back and he liked to work 

You wouldn't have know n, unless you noticed that he swung his 
hands wide before him as he walked, that he was blind 


And that would suit Morris Robinson fine because he neither 
feels nor talks like a blind man—and if blindness is a handicap he 
apparently hasn't noticed it. 


[ heard about Morris from a friend of mine whose job in a 
public official's office gets him many tales of woe and requests 
for help from people who want to get one kind of public assistance 


or another 

“This blind Negro man called here,”” my friend told me. “His 
wife died four months ago and just a month ago his house and the 
little store he ran caught fire and burned down. He was looking 
for something and naturally | thought he was trying to get on re 
lief. I started suggesting places to go and apply for help but he 
stopped me cold. He had a kind of dignity about him. He said, 
‘Please, Sir, I'm not asking tor a handout, it’s just a help-out | want 
| got work I can do and | want to do it. 1 just want to build my 
little store back.’ ”’ 

My friend hadn't seen Morris but he thought he was talking to 
a man of industry and courage. 1 have seen Morris and | know 
he was right. 


Morris lives in a country-seeming Negro settlement tn north- 
east Atlanta known as Linwood Park. He has lived there tor 18 
years, most of that time on his own land. Twelve years ago he 
was blinded in an accident while rabbit hunting with a friend. 


“It’s all right,’’ he said quietly. ‘I don’t miss my eyes too 


much. I manages fine.” 

With his own hands and the occasional help of relatives or 
neighbors he built himself a home with a small cale-store building 
attached and together he and his wife made a living there. When 
his wife died his sister came to live with him and she took over 
the tasks that he couldn’t manage easily But one morning a 
month ago Morris and his sister were awakened by the sound of 
crackling flames. They barely got out of the building in time. 

All their possessions, including the stock of the litle store, 
were destroyed. They had no insurance but the litthe money Mor- 
ris could get together he used immediately to buy some second- 
hand lumber to rebuild. 

“Somehow after that fire I can’t stand to build it back all 
wood,” he said. “I want to make the most of the building ol 
concrete blocks. Man downtown will sell me the blocks for 17‘ 
cents a piece and I figure it would take a thousand.” 


_ The wind soughed through the pine trees and stirred around 
in the litter of the burned-out building and I hastily tried to figure 
how much money a thousand blocks would involve. Not counting 
tax—$175. 


It doesn’t seem much to restore a man’s home and livelihood 
And the funny thing is that Morris doesn't want anybody to give 
it to him. He wants to borrow it and repay it 

‘‘l feel like I'm part of this world if | do,” 
feel more of a man.”’ 

Does anybody want to help him? If so, you pay him a Cal! 
You can find him laboring beside the litle tar-paper-covered 
shack he threw up out of the skeleton of the burned building. He's 
clearing the lot and drawing the nails from that old lumber, wait 
ing for the “‘help-out’’ that will enable him to rebuild. If you want 
to look him up, the address is 4590 Fala Place, which runs ol! 
House road, and it is, of course, Atlanta, Zone 19.

Merchants Dislike | 


To Express Views

From marginal notes jotted down during a four- 
week survey of economic conditions throughout 
Georgia: 

Most businessmen are extremely reluctant to al- 
low quotation of their candid views regarding current 
business affairs—views that might give other busi- 
nessmen and government officials a better guide to 
remedial action. 

The Same goes for figures and additional factual information 
which would show up-to-date trends for specific business firms. 


About the only exceptions are those who can show that business 
is improving—who, unfortunately at this time. represent a relatively 
small proportion of the total. 


This attitude seems to stem from one or more 
of the following assumptions: 


1. That something akin to ‘the power of posi- 
tive thinking” is better than realistic appraisals 
and planning in meeting economic problems. 

2. That if you pretend business is good when 
it isn’t up to snuff, John Q. Public won’t know 
the difference. ‘This also implies that he shouldn't 
know, but overlooks the probability that he does 
anyway. ) 

3. That honest discussion of less than boom- 
ing economic conditions will somehow bring re

percussions that would just make matters worse. 

However well-intentioned, this “‘let’s pretend it’s not so” atti- 
tude makes doubly difficult the enormous task of compiling a thor- 


ough, unhysterical evaluation of Georgia’s rapidly changing eco- 
nomic life. 


And until responsible businessmen speak up both frankly and 
openly—and, in many cases, overcome the deep-seated compulsion 
to whitewash or ignore economic ills—it will remain difficult to 
assess the seriousness of Georgia’s economic problems. 


Just as a doctor must find out what ails a patient before he can 
treat the illness to cure it, Georgia cannot seek a solution to its 
economic troubles without first bringing them into the open. 

This is not to say that Georgia does not have many extremely 
bright economic spots and prospects—more than ever before. 

But as far as the state has come, it still has a long way to go. 

And it won’t break any records getting there by pretending 
otherwise. Georgia as a whole cannot be at its healthiest econom- 
ically as long as some of its parts remain sick. 

Instead of issuing lapel buttons the other day proclaiming, 
“Business Is Good,” the Chamber of Commerce of one Georgia 
community might better have issued this challenge: 


‘Business isn’t good enough. Let’s find out why so we can de 
something about it.’’

Reserve’s Experts 
Poor Pulse Feelers

The Federal Reserve Board’s retreat on its tight 
money policy is now a complete surrender. 

The board has made its fourth cut in the rediscount rate in six 
months and the third reduction in reserve requirements in two 
months. 

The new discount rate is 1% per cent. The cut in reserve re- 
quirements by one half of 1 per cent, is the same as the two ii i- 

ous reductions, making the total 1l'2 per cent and ' 
providing additional credit of around $9 billion. 


The cut in reserve requirements is a full 1 per 
cent for the New York and Chicago banks, in two 
half per cent changes, one effective now and the 
second on April 24. For the other reserve cities, 
the reduction is only a half per cent, effective 
April 24. 


This is the first move by the Federal Reserve 
to reduce the spread between the New York and 
Chicago banks and the other reserve cities. 


The requirements for New York and Chicago

will be 18 per cent after April 24 and for the reserve cities 16% 


per cent. The spread formerly was 2 per cent 
No change is to be made in the reserve requirements of the 
country banks which remain at 11 per cent. 


This action frees about half a billion of such deposits, which in 
turn will provide a base for about $3 billion in additional credit. 
Thus, the three reductions in reserve requirements will provide $9 
billion in additional credit. 


Both actions are additional shots in the arm for the lagging 
economy. 


It was only eight months ago that the Federal Reserve. insist- 
ing money had to be tightened, jacked the discount rate to 3's per 
cent—the highest level in 24 vears. 

That was a mistaken move, coming at a time when the stock 
market was faltering and business beginning to slide. 

This untimely—or more correctly—dumb action gave the market 
and business the extra shove that brought on the slump.
